The German ad­ 


vance against Paris confutes without 


interruption, it is stated, and 
the 


stubborn resistance is being slowly 


but steadily overcome. 


But it is in the east the German 


arms have scored fheir most note­ 
worthy success. 
The Russian inva­ 


sion of eastern Prussia 
lias 
been 


cheeked and the advancing columns 


routed with enormous losses. Thous­ 


ands of prisoners have been taken in­ 


cluding many Russian officers of high 


rank. 


The situation in the east is much 


improved through the arrival there 


of fresh troops. 
These have been se­ 


cured without the general staff hav­ 
ing to call upon the western forees 


for any men. 
The 5 00,000 members 


of the Landstrum who have been call­ 


ed to the colors have been distributed 


among the interior fortresses and to 


the supply depots. 
This action re­ 


leased a similar number of the ac­ 


tive army and it is these troops who 


are now driving the Russians 
hack 
u p o n 
their own frontier. 


The spirit of the army is excellent. 


The news of victory in the east has 


cheeked the fear of a Russian a t­

The reality of the w ar is now be­ 


ing brought home to everyone.

lists of the casualties are distres­ 


singly long and contain names of the 


members of the most distinguished 


families in all Germany. 
H ardly a 


fam ily but has suffered, but there are 


no murmurs. 
All are reconciled to 


1he price that must he paid if the 


German cause is to succeed. 
The Red Cross has undertaken the 
care of the refugees who have been 


compelled to tlee from their homes in 


Eastern Prussia before the Cossack 


invasion. 
This latter work, coupled 


with the general relief of the wound­ 


ed. has taxed the facilities 
of

Red Cross to the utmost but a call, 


for volunteers brought so many re­ 


sponses from the German women, in­ 


cluding some of the highest titles, 


that not only was the difficulty solv­

The women of Germany 


are as active as the men who are at 


the front. 
W hile the government has

French Left Wing Retires Before In­ 


vaders— French Success in 


Lorraine Reported.

Paris, Sept. 2.— There was an air 


of confidence in official circles today. 
Though the Germans are within fifty 


miles of Paris and though the Ger­ 


man right is forcing steadily nearer, 


there is not a French 
staff officer 
who believes a complete 
seige of 
Paris is possible. 
This is because 


the allied lines have remained un­ 
broken and because the G e r m a n s are 


showing evidence of complete ex­ 
haustion,. 
it is believed impossible 
that the Germans can 
completely 


surround Paris. 
They will he facing 
the 
greatest 
fortifications in 
the 


world. 


The masterly retreat o f the allies, 


checking every attempt at flanking 
movement, attempts to penetrate the 
center, is declared to have all the 


morale effect of a sweeping victory. 
An official statement issued by the 


W a r office 
this 
afternoon 
admits 


that the retiring 
movement of the 


Freneii left before the superior num­ 


bers of llic Germans right wing con­ 


tinues. 
It is said however, that the 


Frenchers slowly advancing in L o r­ 
raine in the vicinity of the Vosges' 


and that a general engagement is 


now in progress in the vicinity of the 


Meuse. 
The official statement says; 


“ We are slowly 
advancing 
in the 
region of the Vosges in 
Lorraine 


where a regular siege of the en­ 
trenched German positions is in pro­ 


gress. 
For two days we have been 


slowly driving the Germans back. 


“ W e suffered partial checks in the 


Ncufchtttean-Palieseul district which 


obliged us to withdraw to the lines, 


near the Meuse where a general en ­ 
gagement began and now continues. 


“ The 
British-French wing 
has 


been attacked by a greatly superior 


force in the Cateau-Gambrai district 


and in consequence it retired to the 


southward to prevent

over­ 


whelmed or out off. 


“ Our forces drove 
the 
Prussian 


guard and the 10th German army 


corps back at Oise with heavy losses 


but because of the progress of 
the 


German right we were unable to fol­ 


low up this advantage 
and

compelled to retire.” 


The allied lines on the French left 


are engaged today along a line ex­ 


tending from Montdidier, 
a 
small 


station just off the main line from 
Boulogne to Paris in the department 


of Somme into the forest of Cam- 


piegne. 
The heaviest fighting is re­ 


ported in the vicinity of Montdidier 


where the German infantry are in 
great strength. 
A large force of 


German skirmishers forming the ad­ 


vance guard of the movement tow­ 


ard Paris has been partly surrounded 


in the forest of Campaiegne and is. 


being subjected to a fierce bombard­ 


ment by the French artillery.

Comin g on top 
of a similar an n ou n cemen t at mid­ 
n ight, it mean t, the military experts 
said, that the efforts of the German s 
to break the allied armies in two an d 
to su rrou n d the terribly harrassed 
left has failed. 


The allied army is in tact, a poten t, 
effective fightin g force that can con ­ 
tin u e to withdraw in the face of su ­ 
perior n u mbers an d be held ready to 
assu me the offen sive when the Ger­ 
man losses, an d the n ecessity of re­ 
plen ishin g their eastern armies to 
meet the Ru ssian s forces them to 
weaken their fron t in Fren ch soil. 


This an n ou cemcn t 
overshadowed 
the admission that the lin e between 
the stron g German right win g an d 
Paris is gradu ally lessen in g. 
There 
is a gen eral disposition everywhere 
in official circles to accept the pos­ 
sibility of a 
siege 
of 
Paris with 
equ an imity. 
It is declared that it 
can n ot be effective. 
The very limits 
of the fortified zon e wou ld, of itself 
requ ire far more soldiers than it is 
believed German y can 
spare 
effec­ 
tively to besiege the city. 
An d, n ow 
that the su preme effort of the Ger­ 
man s to erompie u p an d demolish the 
allied army has failed, an y siege of 
Paris will always be su bject to flan k 
attacks that in the en d mu st prove 
disastrou s. 


Tiic feelin g in Paris today is far 
more optimistic than at an y time du r­ 
in g the last ten days. 
The an n iver­ 
sary of Sedan has passed an d n o 
great disaster has overwhelmed the 
Fren ch armies. 


The battle lin e on the North today, 
rou ghly speakin g, was 
believed 
to 
follow a lin e ru n n in g east an d west 
abou t throu gh the cen tre of the de­ 
partm en ts of Oise, Aisn e an d 
ArJ 
den n es. 
The most desperate fightin g 
is reported from Rethel, in the de­ 
partm en t of Arden n es, where 
tlie 
German s 
have 
thrown 
en ormou s 
fresh forces again st the Fren ch lin es. 
The lin es are holdin g fast, however. 


Althou gh if is admitted seriou s re­ 
su lts might follow a raid by the Ger­ 
man serial fleet Paris, there is 
n o 
widespread alarm. The two aviators 
who have passed across the city have 
don e practically n o damage an d if 
their in ten tion was to throw the city 
in to a pan ic, they have failed. 
The 
Fren ch aviators are preparin g for a 
possible raid by Zeppelin e an d if on e 
comes will go in to the air an d give 
them battle. 
Bu t it is accepted that 
n o German aviator, flyin g across the 
city at the great height 
they 
are 
forced to main tain to avoid the gu n s 
from the Eiffel tower an d other high 
stru ctu res, can gain an y in formation 
regardin g con dition s within the city 
n ot already kn own fo German y. 
As 
a m atter of fact the chiefs of tlie war 
are certain the German spy system is 
in operation within the city an d that 
every pu blic move is promptly repor­ 
ted via secret chan n els to the Ger­ 
man gen eral staff. 
Becau se of this the presen ce of the 
German aviators over Paris has been 
min imized everywhere an d 
n o 
a t­ 
tempt has been made to 
give 
them 
battle by the Fren ch 
aviators 
al­ 
thou gh su ch a developmen t may be 
expected in the n ear fu tu re.

barbarism and valdalism,M said the 


bureau, 
“ it was a deliberate act in 


complete violation of tin* law ol na­ 


tions. 
It is indeed a crime for which 


there can he no. atonement. The Ger­ 
man contention that it was an act 
justified by war, and a 
prope r repri­ 
sal because the inhabitants had fired 
on the German troops is utterly with­ 
out warrant. 
It has 
already 
been 
plainly proven that 
when 
Louvain 
was surrendered to the Germans ev­ 
eryone. gave up 
their 
arms. 
Even 
the civil guard was disarmed by or­ 
der of the burgoraeister. 
Now, for 
Germany to contend that these un­ 
armed residents

troops, is absolutely beyond cred­

The smaller u niv ersities and many o f the big p u blic scho o ls 
hav e u ndergo ne similar transfo rm atio ns. All o v er the co u ntry the co mp letio n Of the ho sp ital arrangem ents is be­ 
ing p u shed. 
In many o f the smaller to wns and v illages where ho sp itals hav e been established beds hav e been o b­ 
tained by calling fo r o ne bed fro m each ho u se in the to wn. 
In this manner eno u gh beds hav e been o btained to 
fill 
the p u blic bu ildings taken o v er fo r ho sp ital p u rp o ses. One p ictu re sho ws the senate ho u se at Cambridge, which 
will be u sed p ro br.bly as au o p erating ro o m.

This statement is v ou ched 
for

Dr. V. Shinier, director of the bac­ 
teriological laboratory of the state 
board of health, and he v entu res the 
statement that this sad condition of 
affairs ex ists, more or less, where 
ev er rats are fou nds in Indiana. 


Rats are more nu merou s this y ear 
— this desp ite the efforts of Rep re­ 
sentativ e R atts and his rat law and 
the agitation of chart m anu factu rers 
who wou ld cau se all township tru stee 
to p u rchase rat charts u nder p enalty 
of 
tines 
in 
ju stiee-of-the-p eaee 
cou rts. 
The abov e facts were learned by 
Dr. Shinier in connection with the 
rat su rv ey of Indiana are ex clu siv ely 
the Pu lex Cheop is, or Indian rat ilea. 
This is known as the ty p ical p lagu e 
flea, or the sp ecies most ap t to carry 
the bu bonic p lagu e, which p lagu e by 
the way , was the direct cau se of the 
rat su rv ey . 


The p lagu e is fou nd in New Or­ 
leans, and the state board of health 
thou gh it wou ld he a good thing to 
determine whether any rats or fleas 
in Indianap olis carry it. 
So far, no 
signs of the p lagu e hav e been fou nd, 
thou gh the v ehicles are here in great 
nu mbers. 
Later a bu lletin will 
be 
issu ed by the board, giv ing officially 
the facts learned by the su rv ey . The 
board’s idea is to p rep are in adv ance 
so that if any city or town in Indi­ 
ana rep orts a ease of the bu bonic 
p lagu e, it can ru sh to that locality 
the needed information and can 
be 
efficient in p rev enting the sp read of 
the p lagu e to other localities. 


Shinier has been reading u p on rats 
and he say s it wou ld take a reason­ 
ably fast freight to bring a ra t and 
its qu otia of fleas here from 
New 
Orleans. 
In fact, there 
isn’t 
any 
p ressing danger that Indiana will he 
infested soon 
with 
the 
bu bonic 
p lagu e if it mu st come by the rat- 
flea-freight-New 
Orleans 
rou te. 
If so, the car wou ld not necessarily 
he fast, and the rat wou ld p robably 
die onrou te. 
It is a one-day p assen­ 
ger trip to New Orleans. 
The rat 
might come by two rou tes. 
Either 
by way of Effingham, III., or Lou is­ 
v ille, Ky . 
Rats are essential to the sp read of 
the bu bonic p lagu e and they also are 
essential to the ex istence of the P u ­ 
lex Cheop is sp ecies of fleas, say s, 
Shimer. 
The reason is that female 
egirs of the mother flea will not hatch 
if the flea has fed u p on hu man blood. 
Rat blood is essential. 
Abou t sev enty -fiv e rats hav e been 
cap tu red in two weeks by Official Rat 
Catcher Shrop shire. 
On them hav e 
been fou nd abou t 37 0 fleas. 
Shrop ­ 
shire say s that ev ery one is comp lain­ 
ing that there are more rats than u s­ 
u al this y ear. 
He sets his trap s ac­ 
cording to a p reconceiv ed p lan, win­ 
ning his p rize from the basements of 
saloons, restau rants, 
feed 
stores, 
sewers, dep artment stores, etc. 
In 
all these p laces the brown rat has 
been fou nd with bis friends the P u ­ 
lex Cheop is. 
Shrop shire u ses abou t 
twenty trap s, and he likes h» s job. 


and cleared their
